Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 5-13 and 15-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose the recited combinations, including a subscription identity module (SIM) coupled to 
said card, said SIM including a plurality of sets of subscription parameters and a software user 
interface for allowing a user to select which one of the plurality of sets of subscription 
parameters to activate, wherein a single set of subscription parameters is selected by the user 
from among the plurality of sets of subscription parameters and wherein the selected set of 
subscription parameters is activated, as in claims 1 and 10.
